State will 
pay half 
of $1M bill 
for boilers

Now that the state has agreed 
to pay for half the cost of new 
boilers at Doering School, the 
City Council will start looking for 
nearly a million dollars in funding 
next month. 

School Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli said he wasn't sur- 
prised when the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority an- 
nounced on Feb. 16 that Agawam 
had qualified for a $477,631 Ac- 
celerated Repair Program grant. 
The two heating units at the 
middle school are more than a 
half-century old, inefficient and 
in danger of failing at any time. 

“In our case, it was a no-brain- 
er, Sapelli said of the grant award. 

The grant was announced just 
over a year after the School Com- 
mittee voted to request state as- 
sistance. It will take the form of a 
partial reimbursement; the town 
will have to pay the full project 
cost of $968,569 before receiving 
the grant. 

Sapelli said the School Depart- 
ment is submitting a request to 
the City Council for the funding. 
It will be up to the council to find 
the money. 

Sapelli said the town’s build- 
ing maintenance superintendent, 
Doug White, “has been a huge 
help’ White spent about $30,000 
from his own budget document- 
ing the need for new boilers and 
preparing the grant request for 
MSBA. 

It was White who suggested 
replacing the boilers after in- 
specting them last January. In a 
report to the school superinten- 
dent, White said cited leaks and 
fatigued cast iron, and called a 
wholesale replacement the “only 
practical solution.’ 

One boiler was installed in

Council votes for 30% sewer rate hike

Sewer ratepayers will see an 
increase of 30 percent in their 
bills over the next two years. 

The council adopted the new 
rates in a 9-0 vote on Monday. 

The first 20 percent will be an 
immediate impact as the rate in- 
creases on March 1. 

The sewer rate has been $3.04 
per hundred cubic feet of waste- 
water used since January 2012. 
Because there had been no in- 
creases to keep up with increasing 
costs, the Department of Public 
Works has been dipping into its 
retained earnings — its savings 
account — to balance the budget 
as well as deal with unforeseen 
circumstances. One of those was 
a water main break last year on 
Main Street, which cost the town 
$269,000. 

Public Works Superintendent 
Christopher Golba worked with 
Tighe & Bond to develop a plan 
as well as organize an approach 
to raising the rate and increasing 
revenues to restore the retained 
earnings. 

“We need to have money in 
that account in case another sit-

Originally, Golba, with the 
support of Mayor Richard Cohen, 
had floated a 60 percent increase 
in increments of 10 percent over 
six years. Councilor Christopher 
Johnson believed a couple of large 
increases spaced out would be a 
better approach. 

When the formal sewer rate 
increase was brought forward to 
council this month, it covered 
a shorter time period and was 
phased in as Johnson had sug- 
gested. 

The second increase will take 
place in two years, with an addi- 
tional 10 percent increase raising 
the sewer rate to $4.01. There is 
only about $514,000 remaining in 
retained earnings, but the rate in- 
creases are expected to generate 
about $500,000 per year of surplus 
to add to that contingency fund. 

For the average ratepayer, the 
first increase will raise bills by 
about $47. The second increase in 
2019 will increase it an additional 
$28, Johnson confirmed. 

He said the council's Finance 
Subcommittee gave a unanimous

No good time to 
raise sewer rates 


here's never a good time to raise utility rates, 
and never a good percentage to do it by. 

The 30 percent sewer rate hike enacted by 
the City Council this week will create a hardship for 
Agawam homeowners with low incomes or fixed in- 
comes. The mayor, who likes to tout his hardline op- 
position to tax increases, is coming in for criticism for 
presenting councilors with such a large hike — origi- 
nally it was going to be 61 percent over six years. 

Its hard to see where the towns leaders had a 
choice, however. Rates hadn't risen since 2012, and in- 
creases in operational and maintenance costs during 
the past five years have been paid by dipping into the 
“savings account’ — the retained earnings that ought 
to be raided only for emergencies and major capital 
improvements. 

Many of the same folks complaining about rising 
sewer rates also criticize the mayors and council's 
usual fiscal restraint as penny-wise, pound-foolish. 
Proper financial planning probably would have seen 
smaller but annual, or biennial, rate hikes to keep 
pace with increased costs. In any event, the resulting 
2017 rate would probably have been the same. The 
extra money being paid by sewer users this year is a 
result of artificially low rates — subsidized by with- 
drawals from retained earnings — in previous years. 

Tellingly, even after this hike, the town’s sewer 
rates remain among the lowest in the region. 

What's the alternative to raising rates? 

Deferring maintenance? Youll see more pipe rup- 
tures, not just on Main Street but on every major road 
in town. 

A bailout from the town’s general fund? That’s just 
another way of getting the same dollar from the same 
cash-strapped taxpayer — with the exception of the 
southern Feeding Hills residents who dont have sew- 
er pipes, and would now be paying for a service they 
cant even choose to get. 

Spending down the retained earnings account to 
zero? That buys one or two more years but only kicks 
the problem down the road. It would also force the 
town into emergency borrowing in the event of anoth- 
er pipe break. 

The town’s sewer enterprise faces the same eco- 
nomic pressures that homeowners and businesses 
face: Increased fuel costs. Increased insurance costs. 
Increased labor costs. Add to that the ever-increasing 
cost of complying with state and federal regulations. 

In order to stay afloat, just like the cola bottlers and 
insurance companies and toymakers and landscap- 
ers, the sewer system has to pass along those costs to 
its ratepayers. 

Theres never a good time to do it. But as the last 
five years have shown, it’s rarely a good idea not to.

“We tried a bunch of different stuff, said 
Merritt. “Some stuff worked and some of it 
didnt.’ 

Though she was involved in the music 
program in the Agawam schools, Simpson 
says she was more involved in theater in 
town, as there werent as many resources 
for music as there were for theater pro- 
grams.

oil. Doering, built in 1921 as a high school, 
is the oldest operating school building in 
Agawam. It currently serves grades 5-6. 

Robert Clickstein, the schools’ business 
administrator, said the plan is to remove 
the old boilers and install the new ones 
starting July 1 and finishing before school 
starts in fall 2017. Because of the size of 
the old boiler units, they will have to be 
dismantled in place and taken out piece by 
piece. 

Sapelli said although the boilers are on 
their way out, he does not anticipate any 
difficulty keeping Doering School open for 
the remainder of the winter. He noted that 
even if one boiler fails, the single remaining 
unit would be sufficient to heat the school. 

In addition to replacing the boilers, the 
project will also remove the school's heat- 
ing oil tanks. The new boilers will run on 


natural gas only. The replacement boilers 
should also save on energy costs, Clickstein 
said. They will be more energy efficient 
and may qualify for substantial one-time 
rebates from the towns natural gas utility. 

Apart from the need for new boilers 
at Doering, the rest of Agawam’s schools 
are in good shape, Sapelli said. Several 
single-paned windows at Agawam High 
School, original to the 1960s building, need 
to be replaced, as do some carpets in vari- 
ous school buildings. 

Only the Early Childhood Center — the 
Perry Lane facility that serves preschoolers 
— is acritical capital spending need, Sapel- 
li said. In June 2016, the School Committee 
voted 6-0 to endorse a plan that would build 
a combined kindergarten and preschool 
building, to cost $21 million to $26 million, 
on the field in front of Agawam Junior High 
School. The mayor and City Council have 
taken no action on the request since then.

Hearing next week on solar 
farm zoning restrictions 


The Agawam Planning Board will hold a public hearing 
next Thursday on a proposed solar farm ordinance. 

The proposed ordinance would restrict any solar in- 
stallation 1 acre or greater to industrial zones in Agawam 
and require site plan review by the Planning Board. There 
is currently no restriction on where solar projects can be 
sited. 

The proposed ordinance calls for a 40-foot buffer be- 
tween solar facilities and the property line, and asks devel- 
opers to make “reasonable efforts’ to place all utility con- 
nections underground. Building-mounted solar panels, 
including residential roof solar installations, are explicitly 
not affected by the proposed ordinance. 

The public hearing is part of a Planning Board's meeting 
which begins at 6:30 p.m. in the Peirce Room at the Aga- 
wam Public Library, 750 Cooper St. The ordinance has also 
been referred to the City Council, which will make the final 
decision on whether to adopt it.
